A MAN is fighting for his life following 
a stabbing at Notting Hill carnival. 

He was rushed to hospital after emer¬ 
gency services were called to Worning- 
ton Road in the Kensington and 
Chelsea area at 4.25pm on Sunday. 

Scotland Yard said a man had been 
arrested on suspicion of causing 
grievous bodily harm. 

The attack is one of four stabbings 
reported on the carnival’s first day, 
which is traditionally dedicated to 
children and families. 

Officers were also called to reports of 
another stabbing on Portobello Road, 
where one person was taken to hospi¬ 
tal. 

Less than an hour later, two more 
men were taken to hospital following 
a double stabbing on Ladbroke Grove. 

The event was policed by 7,000 offi¬ 
cers who arrested 71 people, seizing 20 
knives. More thnan 345 people were 
treated by ambuance crews and 43 
taken to hospital.

FEARS that the Brexit vote would 
deflate the property market are not 
extending to the super-rich of 
Kensington and Chelsea - a “tro¬ 
phy home” in Holland Park is up 
for sale at £20 million MORE than 
the price of the most expensive 
home sold in the UK last year. 

As London Mayor Sadiq Khan 
warns that “Londoners are being 
priced out of their own city”, the 
mansion has come on the market 
for £50 million. 

Figures released by the Land Reg¬ 
istry reveal that the country’s most 
expensive house last year was in 
Addison Road, Kensington and 
Chelsea, which sold for a whopping 
£30 million in November. 

But these days that sum would 
not come close to buying the Hol¬ 
land Park villa that agents say 
“has been refurbished throughout 
to a very high standard and would 
make a perfect trophy London in¬ 
vestment.” 


Besides the price, details of the 
home are not being released to any¬ 
one who is not rich enough to buy 
it. 

The agents say that potential buy¬ 
ers must first prove that they have 
enough money to afford it. 

“For further information regard¬ 
ing this property or a brochure, we 
are instructed to request proof of 
funds in the first instance, either 
from a reputable bank or firm of 
lawyers,” says the Swiss Group 
agency. 

Prices of homes newly on the 
market indicate that Kensington 
and Chelsea continues to be the de¬ 
sired location for the super-rich. 
Last year the four costliest homes 
sold in Britain were in the royal 
borough. 

According to the Land Registry, 
the top four most expensive homes 
sold in the UK in 2015 were proper¬ 
ties at: 

♦ Addison Road, Kensington, sold 
for £30,000,000. 

♦Burnsall Street, Chelsea, sold for

£27,750,000. 

♦Bedford Gardens, Kensington, 
sold for £24,074,542. 

♦Chelsea Manor Street, a pent¬ 
house flat sold for £22,700,000. 

But now prices for homes at the 
top end of West London have rock¬ 
eted. Besides the £50 million man¬ 
sion in Holland Park, other luxury 
properties on the market in the 
royal borough include: 


♦ A £37.5 million family home with 
five bedrooms, pool, garden and 
car-stacker garage in Cresswell 
Place, Chelsea. 

♦ A £36 million six-bed detached 
home in Palace Gate, South Kens¬ 
ington, which “requires total mod¬ 
ernisation”. 

♦ A £35 million end of terrace 
house at Queen’s Gate Place, South

24-hour healthcare at the heart 
of the community 365 days a year

A PIONEERING London 

pharmacist whose ground¬ 
breaking research led to 
important advances in medicine 
says the duty of public service 
spurred him on to success. 

Zafar Khan heads five major 
healthcare charities and is a 
vocal lobbyist and campaigner 
for his industry - but it is the day- 
to-day running of the Zafash 
pharmacy in Earl’s Court that 
gives him the greatest joy. 

“I had to sell my other two 
branches in Kennington and 
Shepherd’s Bush to make this one 
work and it took me four years to 
break even,” he says. 

“It is a great service that we pro¬ 
vide and people really appreciate 
it. The way our customers re¬ 
spond when we are able to help 
them, that is the true pay-off.” 

Mr Khan, who was awarded an 
MBE in 2005, has been described 
as a “jewel in the community” for 


his remarkable dedication to the 
profession. 

The 71-year-old and his commit¬ 
ted team of staff are celebrating 
35 years behind the counter in 
Old Brompton Road. 

But this is no ordinary mile¬ 
stone - Mr Khan runs the UK’s 
sole remaining 24-hour phar¬ 
macy, providing prescription 
medicine for clients right 
through the night, 365 days a 
year. 

The team also works with drug 
addicts and terminally ill pa¬ 
tients, preaching the value of 
close community ties and an old- 
fashioned “family” pharmacy. 

Mr Khan recalls a gratifying 
moment when BBC film crews 
came to the pharmacy to make a 
documentary about the 24-hour 
operation. 

“On the third morning they said 
‘you are saving lives’. These are 
the things I tell my team: you are 
not working in a supermarket, 
you are not selling potatoes. You 
are in healthcare. People who 


come to you are not well. 

“We have to treat people in that 
way. We have to be kind. We have 
to be understanding.” 

While other pharmacies tried 
and failed to make the 24-hour 
model economically viable - and 
safe - Mr Khan has dedicated his 
working life to ensuring the 
dream becomes a reality. 

But it is just one of several land¬ 
mark achievements during a pro¬ 
fessional career with no shortage 
of highlights. 

Before launching his business 
in the late 1970s, his efforts in the 
field of medical research with 
Beecham Research Laboratories 
- now GlaxoSmithKline - led to a 
series of important break¬ 
throughs, including the invention 
of a liquid form of penicillin for 
children. 

He also fronts five national and 
international charities dedicated 
to driving up standards of health¬ 
care. One works with leukaemia 
patients, while another provides 
recycled limbs for some of the 


world’s most impoverished peo¬ 
ple. 

With almost 50 years experience 
in the field, Mr Khan is adamant 
that pharmacies should be at the 
heart of their communities. 

He says the lingering threat of 
NHS cuts - and the fear among 
many London pharmacists that 
they will be driven out of busi¬ 
ness - risks wasting a skilled 
workforce. 

“Local pharmacies should know 
local people. It is like a family. 
Threats of cuts to pharmacies are 
not going to help. 

“Pharmacists feel they have not 
been fully utilised yet. They are 
the first port of call for most peo¬ 
ple and we see two or three times 
the number of patients that a GP 
does. 

“It would be a sad day for the 
public if pharmacies close down 
because of these restrictions.” 

So grateful are his loyal cus¬ 
tomers, they have cast hundreds 
of votes for Mr Khan in a compe- 
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tition to celebrate the nation’s 
most committed community 
chemists. 

He is one of six finalists recog¬ 
nised as unsung heroes for their 
efforts on the front line of health¬ 
care. 

“My patients are my priority 
and I get tremendous satisfaction 
when people come back and say 
they are glad we are there for 
them,” he adds. 

“One my patients who gave up 
a drug addiction now goes to a 
group to tell of his experiences, 
and I am very proud of him. 
These are small things for us but 
it does matter a lot for them to get 
some kind of encouragement and 
appreciation. We all feel happi¬ 
ness when people recognise our 
achievements.”

CAMPAIGN TO SAVE FARMERS’ MARKET 

‘Another nail in 
traders’ coffin’

200 police 
raids before 
carnival 

POLICE carried out more than 200 raids 
on suspects in the run up to the Notting 
Hill Carnival. 

At two homes in Notting Hill, at Hurst¬ 
way Walk and St Marks Road, police 
used hydraulic battering rams to smash 
open front doors as officers stormed in. 

Officers arrested 55 people and seized 
drugs and cash from homes across the 
capital as part of Operation Vitality in a 
bid to reduce the potential of trouble at 
the massive street party. 

Amongst the weapons seized were 
two machetes and an Arabian-style 
curved dagger with a six-inch blade. 

The crackdown was launched so that 
the Carnival could run smoothly, with 
troublemakers stopped from using it as 
a cover for crime and violence. 

During a raid in Lambeth, £2,000 in 
cash was seized, while five people were 
arrested on suspicion of possession of 
Class A drugs, and two for possession of 
Class B drugs. Two machetes were seized 
from an address in Camden, while four 
people in Barnet were arrested after po¬ 
lice seized a firearm. 

Meanwhile, another raid in Barnet 
saw two suspects arrested on suspicion 
of possession of ammunition and pos¬ 
session with intent to supply Class B 
drugs. 

Superintendent Robyn Williams said: 
"Well over one million people attend 
the Notting Hill Carnival every year; 
given these huge numbers, crime is low. 

"What we wanted was for those one 
million people to enjoy the event with¬ 
out worrying about the crime and vio¬ 
lence that has been caused by the small 
minority in the past. 

"These policing activities are not ex¬ 
clusive to Carnival. Pre-event arrest op¬ 
erations are conducted in relation to a 
variety of major public events across 
London throughout the year. 

"With Carnival being the largest event 
in London, it can present opportunities 
for those who attend for reasons other 
than enjoying the festivities. It is only 
right that we take steps to deter and re¬ 
duce crime at every opportunity both 
prior to and during what has become 
the centre piece in the capital's event 
diary. 

Police are also carried out more than 
550 activities aimed at disrupting po¬ 
tential disorder including weapons 
sweeps, automatic number plate recog¬ 
nition operations, and visits to gang 
nominals. 

Royal borough commanderTariq Sarwar 
said: "This operation will ensure that 
some of those persons intent on causing 
harm and disruption to the Carnival will 
be prevented from doing so."

DESPITE pleas from the commu¬ 
nity, only 202 people have signed pe¬ 
titions to save the Chelsea Farmers 
Market from demolition. 

The Sydney Street market of 
chalet-style shops, which opened in 
the 1980s, is set to be flattened after 
the Royal Brompton and Harefield 
NHS Trust submitted a planning ap¬ 
plication to develop the site. 

The Trust has applied to Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea Council with plans 
to build a five-storey building on the 
market site, for 59 flats and space for 
shops and businesses. 

The Trust says it has a “pressing 
need” to develop the property so 
that it can fund a new hospital wing 
that would patients who are seri¬ 
ously ill with breathing difficulties. 

“A new, state-of-the-art wing lo¬ 
cated on our existing Sydney Street 
site will benefit thousands of pa¬ 
tients who require specialist respi¬ 
ratory care for a range of chronic 
lung conditions,” said a spokesman 
for the Trust. 

“It will address the pressing clini¬ 
cal need to update current impatient 
facilities which are cramped and 
outdated and which present many 
challenges to those delivering care 
to seriously ill patients. 

“The Trust can only fund these 
much-needed new medical facilities 
through the sale of assets that are 
not currently used for patient care, 
including the Chelsea Farmers Mar¬ 
ket.” 

Two petitions, at change.org and 
38degrees.org, have been launched 
in an effort to campaign against the 
planned development, but so far 
only 190 people have signed one and 
12 have signed the other. 

Campaigners at 38degrees.org say, 
“The Chelsea Farmers Market is 
one of the few remaining outdoor in¬ 
dependent trading locations in the 
heart of Chelsea reflecting the great 
history that made the Kings Road 
and surrounding areas a place indi¬ 
vidual to the rest of London, a thriv¬ 
ing village. 

“Any plan to demolish this would 
remove a heart of the community 
that is different from anywhere else 


in Chelsea. Only this site offers a 
unique outdoor experience to din¬ 
ers and shoppers. 

“The Kings Road has increas¬ 
ingly become like any other High 
Street in England, however The 
Chelsea Farmers Market offers an 
escape from this by providing re¬ 
laxed outdoor experience all year 
round to the residents and visitors 
of Chelsea. It’s a unique destina¬ 
tion enjoyed by all walks of life. 

“The loss of The Chelsea Farm¬ 
ers Market would be another nail 
in the coffin for independent 
traders and individual community 


space for the sake of the commer¬ 
cial and financial gain of the mi¬ 
nority. 

“We need the power of the local 
residents, visitors and Londoners 
to help prevent this change to an 
area that will be demolished and 
never be re-created.” 

One of the leaders of the save the 
market campaigns, King’s Road 
resident Caolan Robertson, said: 
“We want to have the proposals 
looked at again and have them re¬ 
vised so that the market could still 
exist in its current format.”

Meanwhile, at the other end of the 
scale, London Mayor Sadiq Khan re¬ 
vealed plans to build thousands of new 
affordable homes on land owned by 
Transport For London. 

“It has been identified there is the po¬ 
tential to build up to 10,000 new homes 
at 75 sites across 300 acres on land 
owned by TfL across the capital and 


Sadiq is working to fast-track sites to 
provide genuinely affordable homes for 
Londoners,” said a spokesman for the 
Mayor. 

“He also plans to bid to develop other 
public sector land across London and 
will work with Government Ministers 
to ensure a far more active role for City 
Hall in identifying surplus public land 
that can be used for the construction of 
the new affordable housing London 
needs.” 

The Mayor added: “Londoners are 
being priced out of their own city and 
we need to be honest that we’re not 
going to turn things round overnight. 
Last year my predecessor built fewer 
affordable homes than in any year 
since records began 25 years ago - fix¬ 
ing this is going to take time. 

“Getting homes built on public land 
can be hard, but after being elected I 
set to work immediately to make sure 
we get building on more of the hun¬ 
dreds of sites owned by Transport for 
London, stretching right across the 
capital. 


‘No council-u-turn’ on the Odeon 


SIR - There has been no Council u-turn on 
the Kensington Odeon. Furthermore, de¬ 
spite what your reporter might believe, 
we have not faced any legal challenge as 
a result of'pulling the plug'on a nomina¬ 
tion to list the cinema as an Asset of Com¬ 
munity Value (ACV). Indeed if such a 
challenge materialised it would be de¬ 
fended robustly. 

Potential meetings with secret billion¬ 
aires who might buy the site make for ex¬ 
citing copy. But the reality is we meet 
people all the time, wealthy and not so 
wealthy, to discuss planning applications 
and the importance of community assets. 
It's part of our day-to-day job. Some 
meetings result in actions and some do 
not. 

So where does this leave us now? Well 
the land is owned by a company with 
planning permission to develop it, a con¬ 
dition of which is there would be a new 
cinema on the site. I believe that demo¬ 
lition will recommence shortly. 

It is right to say that we have received 
a new nomination to list the site as an

ACV which we will consider against the 
legal requirements set out in the Local¬ 
ism Act for such nominations. 

I cannot prejudge the outcome of this 
process but think it might be useful for 
readers to understand what a decision to 
support such a nomination, if it meets 
the legal tests, would mean in reality. It 
would mean that, if the site were to be 
sold, those making the application would 
have six months to raise the amount of 
money the owners of the site required for 
a sale. 

That amount is set by the owners. Of 
course, there is no legal obligation on the 
owners to sell however much is raised or 
offered.

Tribute to Notting 
Hill quake victim

A HEADMASTER has paid tribute to the "much-loved" and 
"utterly charming" Notting Hill schoolboy killed in the Italian 
earthquake who went to the same school as David and Vic¬ 
toria Beckham's sons. 

Marcos Burnett, 14, was on holiday with his family and 
their friends in the Italian village of Sommati, around two 
miles from Amatrice, when the 6.2-magnitude quake struck 
on Wednesday morning. 

His parents Anne-Louise and Simon Burnett suffered bro¬ 
ken bones, while their daughter escaped unharmed. 

Marcos (pictured) was a pupil at independent Wetherby 
School, in Notting Hill, attended by David Beckham's sons. 

Former pupils include The Duke of Cambridge, Prince Harry, 
Hugh Grant and Andrew Lloyd Webber. 

Headmaster Nick Baker said: "We are bereft at the news 
that Marcos Burnett, a much-loved and admired boy at our 
school, has died in the earthquake in Italy. 

"Our thoughts are with his family, and with all the victims 
of this terrible disaster. We are all devastated at the news. 

"We are offering support to the family, and will also be 
supporting everyone at the school as we try to come to terms 
with this tragic loss. 

"Marcos attended all three Wetherby schools and was al¬ 
ways utterly charming, personable and engaging company. 

"He was quick witted, always had a smile on his face and 
wanted to be involved in everything. 

"He was a friend to all and a credit to his school and family. 
He will be missed by all that knew him." 

The Burnett family had been invited to stay with Will Hen- 
niker-Gotley, 55, and his 51 -year-old wife Maria who owned 
a holiday home in the village of Sommati, and died in the 
earthquake. 

Maria, a trained accountant, worked as finance manager 
at the Children & The Arts charity in Bethnal Green, east Lon¬ 
don. Jeremy Newton, the charity's chief executive, said: "We 
are sad to confirm that our beloved colleague, Maria, tragi¬ 
cally died in the Italian earthquake on Wednesday. 

"Maria worked as our finance manager throughout the 
past eight and a half years. 

"She was totally dedicated, meticulous and professional 
and worked tirelessly to support the work of the charity." 
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Record-breaking A-levels 
at royal borough schools 


STUDENTS and teachers from schools in 
the Royal Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea celebrated excellent A-level re¬ 
sults. 

Overall the Royal Borough was well 
above the national average with 15 per 
cent gaining A* (national average eight 
per cent), 45 per cent gaining A* and A 
grades (national average 26 per cent), 
73 per cent A* to B (national average 53 
per cent) and 91 per cent A* to C (na¬ 
tional average 77 percent). 

Students from Holland Park School 
enjoyed record-breaking results, with 
grades higher than ever before. A suc¬ 
cessive year of improved results saw 53 
per cent of the grades at A or A* and 19 
per cent at A*. 

These figures are more than double 
national averages and are a testament 
to the stunning success of students and 
teachers. 

Nicholas Robson, Deputy Head of Hol¬ 
land Park School, said: "Three students 
achieved three A*s at A level. Two of 
them, Tom Harris and Griffin Tory, are 
off to study Politics, Philosophy and 
Economics at Warwick University in Oc¬ 
tober. Both students joined us as 11- 
year-olds and also boast an 
unblemished record of A*s at GCSE. 
Other students have been successful in 
securing places to read History, English, 
Civil Engineering, Medicine and Den¬ 
tistry at institutions including Cam¬ 
bridge, Imperial, Manchester, Durham, 
Bristol and UCL. 

"We are very proud of our students' 
achievements and are delighted to be 
able to celebrate their wonderful suc¬ 
cess with them for a final time." 

The A-level results for Cardinal 
Vaughan School cemented its place at 
the top of national tables. Over half, 54 
per cent, of the 495 grades yielded A* 
or A grades. 

Headmaster, Paul Stubbings, said: 


"These fine results are the product of 
hard work on everyone's part - staff 
and pupils alike. They have shown dis¬ 
cipline and focus, never once taking 
their foot off the pedal. They all deserve 
their success." 

Head Girl Ciara Dinneen did extremely 
well with an A* and two As, going on to 
become the fifth member of her imme¬ 
diate family to pursue a career in 
Medicine, which she will study at Bris¬ 
tol. She said: "I'm really delighted that 
everything's come together so well. I've 
hada brilliant timeat the Vaughan, but 
I can't wait to start at university." 

Edward Belknap, who secured two A* 
grades and an A and will go to Lincoln 
College, Oxford, said: "I must admit that 
I felt a bit sick with nerves this morn¬ 
ing, but I'm feeling a lot better now." 

A-level pupils at Cardinal Vaughan 
School have achieved over double the 
national average of grades at A*: 19.4 
per cent, compared with eight per cent 
nationally. 

Chelsea Academy celebrated another 
crop of excellent A-level results with 81 
per cent of its students achieving A* to 
C grades. The academy has maintained 
the high standards set since it opened, 
with half of all grades at A* to B. 

Languages continue to be a strength 
with 46 per cent of grades achieved at 
A or A*. The science results are also very 
strong with a large proportion of stu¬ 
dents going to study science-based 
courses. 

There were some notable individual 
performances by students, gaining 
them places at top universities. 

Behzad Ghaffari achieved four A*s in 
Mathematics, Further Maths, Physics 
and Persian. He is going to study Com¬ 
puting (Artificial Intelligence) at Impe¬ 
rial College. 

♦ Suzan Yavuz achieved three As and 
a B in Psychology, Government and Pol¬ 


itics, Turkish and English Literature. She 
is going to study Psychology at Oxford 
University. 

♦ Dasara Hadri achieved three A*s 
in Biology, Chemistry and Mathematics. 
She is going to University College Lon¬ 
don to study Chemistry. 

♦ Tabia Salam achieved A*, A and B 
in Mathematics, Further Maths and 
Chemistry. She is going to study Com¬ 
puter Science at King's College. 

♦ Lucas Cruz achieved A*, A and B in 
Mathematics, Further Maths and 
Physics. He is going to study Mathemat¬ 
ics at Queen Mary University of London. 

♦ Daniel Ashitey achieved A*, A and 
B in Maths, Chemistry and Physics. He 
is going to study Engineering at Univer¬ 
sity College London. 

♦ Riana Henry achieved A*, A and B 
in Mathematics, Further Maths and 
Physics. She is going to study Mathe¬ 
matical Physics at Nottingham Univer¬ 
sity. 

Commenting on the results Matt 
Williams, Principal of Chelsea Academy, 
said: "Congratulations to all of ourYear 
13 who have opened their results today. 
Thank you to the students, their parents 
and our wonderful teachers for the 
work they have done over the past two 
years." 

Councillor Emma Will, the Royal Bor¬ 
ough of Kensington and Chelsea's Cabi¬ 
net Member for Education, said: "There 
has been much to celebrate today in our 
schools with these excellent A-level re¬ 
sults. Of course they are only possible 
because the students have worked very 
hard and received first-class teaching 
and support in their schools. 

"I'd like to send everyone concerned my 
thanks and congratulations and wish all 
the young people leaving schools in the 
borough great success at university and 
in future employment."

I T HAS been hard not to be impressed with Team GB's 
Olympic success.

Whether it is trap shooting, show jumping, cycling, 
swimming, gymnastics or athletics and I could go on, it 
is clear that we can hold our own with the best in the 
world. 

I really hope that as a result of watching the greatest 
sportsmen and women on the planet showing us what 
elite performance is like, more local people will feel in¬ 
spired to get involved in a sport. Whether that is with a 
desire to become an Olympian or just to get in shape does¬ 
n't matter. 

Of course we have two excellent sports centres in the 
borough with fine swimming pools, not Olympic sized I 
grant you but a great place to swim nonetheless. These 
are good places to start out on a path to sporting success. 
After all, the new leisure centre in Kensington was con-

ceived in the run up to the enormously successful London 
Games in 2012 and is in many ways a fitting legacy project. 

There is also the renowned Dale Youth Boxing Club, 
newly reopened in improved facilities at Grenfell Tower - 
Dale Youth can of course actually boast an old boy with a 
gold medal winner in James De Gale. I met the coaches 
there when I attended the reopening and they really know 
their stuff. They would be keen to say Dale Youth is open 
to people of all abilities and even those who don't want to 
box but are keen to work out in the surroundings of a box¬ 
ing gym. 

Some people may not be aware that there are two first- 
class kayaking facilities in the north and south of the bor¬ 
ough. The Canalside Centre in North Kensington offers 
coaching in canoeing, kayaking and climbing for young 
people and also runs courses for adults. 

If you're in the south of the borough and fancy taking to 
the Thames then there is the Cremorne Riverside Centre. 
This provides an opportunity for the young, and not so 
young to get out on the river under expert supervision. I 
can give a personal recommendation to the coaches' skills 
as I've been in a kayak on the Thames with them and very 
enjoyable (if challenging to muscles made sloppy by the 
sedentary nature of politics) it was too. 

Sometimes I don't know where the time goes. It's hard to 
believe that four years have passed since London hosted 
the Olympic Games and did an absolutely fantastic job of 
it. We now enter the build-up to Tokyo 2020 and athletes 
will be setting themselves goals to make sure that they go 
for gold in Japan. Perhaps even those of us with more 
modest talent and ambitions could set ourselves targets to 
see if we can be a little bit fitter the next time the Olympic 
Games come around.

Westway Trust Chief Executive 
Angela McConville explains how 
the Trust can help everyone from 
the casual gym-goer to Olympic 
and Paralympic hopefuls to be 
more active. 

LIKE many of us, the coverage of the Olympics 
in Rio has kept me rapt. The incredible achieve¬ 
ments of the athletes from all over the world 
are awe inspiring. Team GB's record medal haul 
is a cause for tremendous celebration and a re¬ 
markable demonstration of the power of tar¬ 
geted investment in helping people realise their 
dreams. 

And, it's not just those who won medals that 
deserve admiration. The quiet dedication of 
thousands upon thousands of sportspeople in 
every discipline, many of them going com¬ 
pletely unnoticed for four years, before being 
thrust in to the limelight of the biggest sporting 
stage in the world is a lesson to all of us. As 
much as we are drawn to the drama of the com¬ 
petition, in some of the more fringe events the 
protagonists are unlikely to become a regular 
fixture in our lives. These athletes practice every 
day, putting aside more short term pleasures, 
not for fame or riches but for the opportunity 
to compete against the very best in their field. 

As we are delighted by images ofTeam GB re¬ 
turning home we also lookforward to their Par¬ 
alympic colleagues starting their competition 
soon. The fantastic coverage of the 2012 Para¬ 
lympics in London brought home just how high 
the standard of Paralympic competition is and 
we were recently delighted when one of West¬ 
way Sports & Fitness'football pitches was cho¬ 
sen as a location to film the blind football 
section of Channel 4's powerful advert promot¬ 
ing this year's coverage. 

Westway Trust is dedicated to creating sport¬ 
ing opportunities for those with disabled peo¬ 
ple. Just recently we hosted the Disability Sports 
Coach festival which attracted people from 
around London to try out 20 different sports in¬ 
cluding cricket, boccia, football, tennis, rowing, 
squash, dance and climbing. The event was at¬ 
tended by two Paralympic medallists who pro¬ 
vided inspiration to many of the young people 
there. Throughout the year we run regular ac¬ 
tivities to increase access including wheelchair 
tennis, adaptive yoga and inclusive gym ses¬ 
sions, and we have sports bursaries available for 
disabled people. 

As exciting as Olympic and Paralympic success 
are, they mean nothing unless we also see more 
people getting more active more often. That 
could be about creating exercise programmes 
for those referred to us by GPs, or about creating 
opportunities for people to try new sports and 
activities that appeal to them, or about making 
sure that top class, affordable facilities are avail¬ 
able locally. The Trust's history is closely tied to 
the provision of sports and it is something we 
plan to improve in the future. That is why any 
agreement we make with a partner organisa¬ 
tion to support the operation of our sports fa¬ 
cilities will make increasing the numbers of 
people who use them and investment in im¬ 
proving them a key priority for the coming 
years. 

It may be a little premature to already be 
looking ahead to the next Olympics and Para¬ 
lympics in Tokyo in 2020 but there is great po¬ 
tential in ourfootball players, our tennis players 
and our weightlifters, one of whom, Adrian 
Ramirez Canaveral was awarded our Tim Davis 
Scholarship award and has since joined the 
Olympic development squad. It has just been 
announced that in 2020 climbing will be an 
Olympic sport for the first time and we were ex¬ 
cited when the British Mountaineering Council 
used the Westway climbing centre for their 
press event marking the announcement. 

Many of the Westway climbers who took part 
in that event, including Molly Thompson-Smith 
who is the current GB Youth team captain, are 
on track to be fighting for podium places in 
2020. Another new sport in 2020 will be skate¬ 
boarding and with one of the top skate parks in 
the country located under the Westway maybe 
some of its regulars, like Romeo Beckham, will 
be in the GB team. 

The Olympics and Paralympics highlight the 
power of sporting activity and I am excited for 
the future of Westway Sports and Fitness in en¬ 
hancing that power to improve the health of the 
community of North Kensington. 
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WOMEN SHOULD BE ABLE TO WEAR WHAT THEY WANT ON THE BEACH 

London burkini protest in 
support of Muslim women

WOMEN ignored heavy 
rain to wear their 
favourite beach outfits - be 
they covered or colourful - 
for a pro-burkini demo out¬ 
side the French Embassy 
in Knightsbridge. 

They were protesting 
after a Muslim woman was 
forced to remove some of 
her clothing by armed po¬ 
lice on the beach at Nice in 
France. 

One protestor who gave 
her name as Natalie, 22, 
sporting a colourful bikini, 
said: “I’m here in solidar¬ 
ity with Muslim women. 

“Women should be able 
to wear what they want.” 

Despite the showers, Na¬ 
talie, who flaunted her size 
10 figure, said was “still 
warm enough” and would 
rather attention was di¬ 


verted to the Muslim 
women at the protest. 

A Muslim mum, named 
only as Nabila, stood amid 
the makeshift beach out¬ 
side the Embassy wearing 
the burkini beach outfit 
banned by the French au¬ 
thorities. 

She said: “Women should 
be able to wear what they 
want. 

“It’s not a matter for the 
police, authorities or gov¬ 
ernment to dictate.” 

Speaking of the blue 
burkini she wore to the 
event, she said: “I’ve been 
wearing this for 10 years 
and nobody has ever made 
a fuss.” 

Demo organiser, Fariah 
Syed, herself wearing a 
pink hijab, was happy 
women turned up in their 
burkinis. 

She said: “We’re here to 
send a message to France 


that women should be al¬ 
lowed to wear what they 
want, when they want. 

“I hope they can repeal 
this ban. The French said 
it would end oppression, 
but the ban itself is oppres¬ 
sive. 

“Our main aim was to 
show solidarity with Mus¬ 
lim women across the 
world and I feel like we’ve 
done that.” 

Armed police stood guard 
at the Embassy as events 
unfolded. The protest was 
planned on Facebook with 
just 24 hours notice and 
saw dozens turn up in sup¬ 
port. 

Following the Nice inci¬ 
dent, the French court de¬ 
clared the law forbidding 
swimewear worn by Mus¬ 
lim women “clearly ille¬ 
gal”.

Attack on 

burka 

sculpture 

A DRUNK pensioner smashed a 
burka sculpture after claiming 
she hated the Islamic garment 
because she used to be a de¬ 
signer for The Beatles. 

Days after the EU referendum, 
Brexit-supporting Mikaela Haze 
screamed "we voted to take our 
country back"as she pushed over 
the £6,300 artwork. 

The 70-year-old had wandered 
into the Royal College of Art in 
Kensington as artist Yasmeen 
Sabri put the finishing touches to 
the work. 

The sculpture, titled'Walk a mile 
in her veil', depicted a burka over 
a metal frame created by the mas¬ 
ters student. 

Haze had been chatting to Ms 
Sabri - but as Ms Sabri was about 
to place the veil on Haze's head, 
she erupted in violence shouting 
"Saudi Arabia go home" and 
pushed it over. 

The day after, Ms Sabri tweeted: 
'Walka mile in her veil'is the work 
that provoked the abuse, ironi¬ 
cally it promoting tolerance and 
understanding'" 

Haze had been due to be sen¬ 
tenced after pleading guilty to 
one count of religiously aggra¬ 
vated criminal damage at an ear¬ 
lier hearing. 

At Westminster Magistrates' 
Court last Tuesday (August 23), 
Haze confirmed her name, date of 
birth and address. 

Ms Sabri had been working on 
the piece at the South Kensing¬ 
ton art college, when Haze wan¬ 
dered in off the street and 
launched her attack on June 29. 

Zahid Hussain, prosecuting, 
said: "This offence was fuelled by 
the defendant's consumption of 
alcohol. 

"This defendant admits and ac¬ 
cepts that on the day in question 
she consumed alcohol from 2pm 
onwards. 

"When she entered the Royal 
Collage of Art where this offence 
took place she had in her posses¬ 
sion a bottle of cider. 

"When she was interviewed by 
the police the defendant said she 
didn't like the burka as she used 
to be a design artist for The Beat¬ 
les and never liked the burka." 

He added: "The victim said she 
felt very alarmed and she was re¬ 
ally scared the defendant would 
become physically violent. 

"Her fears were confirmed when 
the defendant pushed the sculp¬ 
ture, causing it to fall to the floor, 
shattering it on impact and caus¬ 
ing it to break in half." 

The court heard that when in¬ 
terviewed by police Haze ex¬ 
pressed remorse and apologised 
to Ms Sabri. 

Mr Hussain added that Ms Sabri 
had provided a second statement 
to police in which she said she did 
not want Haze to be punished 
but to receive help and rehabili¬ 
tation instead. 

Haze has three previous convic¬ 
tions for assault dating back to 
2011 and has had a drinking 
problem since she was a 
teenager. 

Magistrates decided to adjourn 
sentencing until a report on the 
defendant's mental health and al¬ 
cohol problems could be com¬ 
piled. 

As she left the dock, Hayes, from 
Bayswater, was seen weeping. 
She added: "I just want to say 
thank you. I won't let you down." 

She will next appear at West¬ 
minster Magistrates' Court for 
sentencing on November 12 
where she will be sentenced.

G CSE students capped a summer of exam 
success in west London after an impres¬ 
sive set of results put hundreds of school 
leavers on the path to further education, ap¬ 
prenticeships and the world of work. 

A string of schools boasted improvements in 
performance despite an overall dip in the num¬ 
ber of top grades awarded across the country. 

Tearful students were celebrating their aca¬ 
demic achievements in Westminster, Kensing¬ 
ton, Chelsea, Hammersmith and Fulham last 
week. 

The nervous wait was finally over on Thurs¬ 
day (August 25) as schools opened their doors 
for GCSE students to collect their results. 

It was an emotional day for many as young¬ 
sters secured their places at sixth forms and fur¬ 
ther education colleges, while others were 
preparing to take their first steps into employ¬ 
ment. 

There were success stories all over west Lon¬ 
don with a handful of high flyers picking up 
straight A*s. 

Saiorse Genoni, from 
Sacred Heart High 
School in Hammersmith, 
was among the crop of 
top students collecting 11 
A* grades last week. 

The 16-year-old, who 
has her eye on a career 
in journalism, said she 
had topped her own ex¬ 
pectations in Design and 
Technology and the sci¬ 
ences. 

“I did not believe it at 
first,” she said. “Before 
today I was trying to 
make it seem as if I had 
done badly to my parents 
- but there is nothing we 
can do about our results 
until we get them, so I 
was trying to keep that 
in mind.” 

Sacred Heart, where 84 per cent of students 
achieved the benchmark five A* to C grades in¬ 
cluding English and Maths, was one of several 
high-performing schools to defy national trends 
with its impressive results. 

Headteacher Marion Doyle said: “I’m just over 
the moon with the students’ success. We are 
bucking the national trend. 

“I put it down to the commitment and dedica¬ 
tion of our teachers, the support of our parents 
and the hard work and positive attitude of our 
girls.” 

It was also a day to savour at Phoenix High 
School in White City, where teaching staff were 
toasting a huge improvement in GCSE results. 

Almost half of the school’s students picked up 
five A* to C grades including English and Maths 
- a massive increase of 14 per cent on last year.

The boost in academic performance came only 
days before the school completes a landmark 
switch to academy status. 

Headteacher Michael Taylor was thrilled with 
the performance of Phoenix students, adding: 
“These results are a remarkable improvement 
on last year and set the school firmly on the 
path to future success.” 

There were more impressive results at DLD 
College in Westminster, which announced a 99 
per cent pass rate at GCSE. 

The number of students achieving the top 
grades rose by 10 per cent with four out of 10 
achieving all A* to Bs last week. 

Among those celebrating stellar results at Ful¬ 
ham Cross Girls’ School was Munaza Aziz, 16, 
who achieved six A*s, three As and one B. 

“It’s what I was hoping for after so much hard 
work,” she said. “I didn’t have any social life for 
two months before the exams. I was in the li¬ 
brary and didn’t go out - I just told myself I 
would celebrate after it was all done!” 

Elsewhere Westminster Academy celebrated 
exceptional results in 
Spanish, Science and 
English Literature, 
with 87 per cent earn¬ 
ing five A* to C grades 
including English and 
Maths. 

Principal Dr Saima 
Rana said she felt 
“privileged” to have 
overseen the success of 
the year group - espe¬ 
cially as fewer than 
half the students were 
on course to reach the 
benchmark when they 
joined the academy in 
201L 

She added: “They 
have developed from 
excitable Year Sevens

• In the The Royal Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea results revealed that the number of stu¬ 
dents achieving five A* to C grades, including 
English and mathematics has improved since 
2015 - bucking the trend nationally. 

At Holland Park School students improved on 
last year’s performance, with 80 per cent of 
them gaining five A* to C grades, including En¬ 
glish and mathematics. 

The school also increased its percentage of top 
grades, with 70 per cent at A* to B - its highest 
ever performance. An impressive 62 per cent of 
students achieved the English Baccalaureate (C 
or above in English, mathematics, science, his¬ 
tory or geography and a language), more than 
double last year’s national average of 23 per 
cent. Holland Park’s Attainment 8 grade was a 
B+.

Commenting on the results, Nicholas Robson, 
Deputy Head said: “The pressure on students 
each year seems to be incrementally higher and 
that makes students’ GCSE achievements all 
the sweeter. 

“More of the highest grades achieved, more 
students leaving with both English and mathe¬ 
matics GCSE, a substantial three-fifths of our

Chelsea Academy was cel¬ 
ebrating its third set of 
GCSE results for the school 
since it opened in 2009. The 
academy saw an increase 
in its headline GCSE re¬ 
sults, with the year 11 co¬ 
hort making exceptional 
progress and 68 per cent of 
students gaining five A* to 
C grades, including English 
and mathematics. 

In total 80 per cent of stu¬ 
dents achieved a C or above 
in English and 76 per cent a

There were some excellent individual perfor¬ 
mances and congratulations go to Jeton (11A*);

Principal Matt Williams said: 'I would like to 
congratulate all of our year 11 students on an ex¬ 
cellent set of GCSE results. It is great to see so 
many of them perform so well and be able to go 
on to study A levels. 

“Our staff worked tirelessly to ensure every 
student did their best and our significantly pos¬ 
itive progress measures show that they have had 
a significant impact on this year group.

Legal highs 

LONDON paramedics 
are increasingly being 
called to help people 
who have taken 'legal 
highs' it has been re¬ 
vealed. 

The London Ambu¬ 
lance Service at¬ 
tended 271 call-outs 
last year - up from 50 
in 2013/14 and 129 in 
2014/15. 

It follows the intro¬ 
duction in May of a 
ban on the sale of psy¬ 
choactive substances, 
such as'spice'.

Firefighter recalls 
devastating blaze 
in 1980s Soho 


A LONDON fire¬ 
fighter who wit¬ 
nessed one of the 
capital’s deadliest 
ever blazes has told 
of the piles of bod¬ 
ies he discovered 
amid horrific 
scenes in Soho. 

On the anniver¬ 
sary of the tragedy, 
David Pare recalled 
the desperate 
screams of those 
who lost their lives. 

Around 150 Lon¬ 
doners were 

thought to be inside 
18 Denmark Place 
when a devastating 
fire was deliber¬ 
ately started on Au¬ 
gust 16 1980. 

Some were res¬ 
cued by brave fire 
crews and others 
escaped by jumping 
out of windows but 
37 people died. 

Mr Pare, who was 
a lead fireman at 
the time and re¬ 
mains a crew man¬ 
ager in the London 


Fire Brigade today, spoke of his 
vivid memories of the rescue at¬ 
tempt. 

He was a member of the Euston 
green watch crew that rushed into 
the building in an effort to save 
trapped residents. 

“It looked as though there had 
been a fight on the pavement,” he 
said. 

“The police were there, people 
were on the floor and you could 
hear people screaming - but we 
couldn’t see any flames. 

“We came up against a music 
shop where there was a man in a 
desperate state. He was trying to 
break the security grills on the 
shop window to get out. 

“The man was hysterical. He kept 
screaming ‘there are hundreds 
dead up there’.” 

The crew, joined by a force from 
the Soho unit, managed to get 
through the security grate and 
passed the injured man over to am¬ 
bulance personnel. 

Though he didn’t realise it at the 
time, this would be the only man 
Mr Pare would see alive during the 
incident. 

“There was one body on the stair¬ 
case, one on the landing and one as 
you went into the building,” he 
added.

“On the first floor there was a 
kitchenette area and that is where 
the man who we had helped out of 
the music room window had es¬ 
caped. He had had to climb over 
bodies three deep to escape.” 

The building was home to two un¬ 
licensed bars - The Spanish Rooms 
and Rodo’s - at the time of the blaze. 

It was later discovered that petrol 
had been deliberately poured 
through the letterbox of the three- 
storey building. 

John Thompson, then 42, was 
jailed for life in 1981 for the murder 
of 37 people. He died of lung cancer 
in 2008 - on the 28th anniversary of 
the tragedy. 

The blaze went down in history as 
London’s deadliest fire since the 
Second World War. 

For Alan Freeman, the brigade’s 
photographer at the time, the im¬ 
ages from the day are permanently 
etched in his mind. 

“As you walked up the stairs you 
went into one of the rooms and it 
was as if the bodies were dominoes 
that had been pushed over. It was 
like they had been frozen in the 
same position they were in before 
the fire started.”

F IRE sculptures will light up The City this 
week as part of London’s Burning, a con¬ 
temporary art and ideas festival mark¬ 
ing the 350th anniversary of the Great Fire of 
London. 

The series of spectacular art events by the Ar¬ 
tichoke artists, which are all free to the public, 
will take place in key sites across the City, 
Southbank and Bankside from August 30th-4th 
September marking this momentous event in 
London’s history and addressing its contempo¬ 
rary resonance with themes including dis¬ 
placement, disaster and the resilience of the 
urban metropolis. 

Artist Martin Firrell presents Fires of Lon¬ 
don, two new commissions either side of the 
River Thames. 

Fires Ancient will light up the south and east 
sides of the dome of St Paul’s Cathedral with a 
fiery projection echoing both the catastrophic 
impact of the Great Fire of London on the 
Cathedral itself and the birth of the building 
designed by Christopher Wren that emerged, 
phoenix-like from the ashes. 

The projection will be visible from across the 
river and with a unique up-close view from the 
public Roof Terrace at One New Change. 

On the other side of the river, Firrell’s Fires 
Modern will be projected onto the fly tower of 
the National Theatre’s (NT’s) iconic Grade II 
listed building. 

The projection of Firrell’s text and flames 
will “reveal stories of resurgence and change 
that have shaped the UK’s capital city and cre¬ 
ated the open and diverse metropolis that we 
enjoy today”. 

Projecting Fires Modern resonates with the 
National Theatre’s mission of making the very 
best theatre and sharing it with as many peo¬ 
ple as possible. Fires Modern will join a histor¬ 
ically impactful series of artistic projects that 
have used the NT’s fly tower to reach as wide 
an audience as possible. 

With views across to the City and St Paul’s 
Cathedral, French fire alchemists Compagnie 


Carabosse will create a Fire Garden, trans¬ 
forming the riverside area in front of Tate 
Modern into a crackling, spitting, after-dark 
adventure. 

Helen Marriage Director of Artichoke said: 
“London’s Burning brings a unique contem¬ 
porary perspective to the Great Fire, explor¬ 
ing the challenges and issues faced by major 
world cities today, our relationship to catas¬ 
trophe and crisis and our ability to adapt, ad¬ 
just and rebuild. 

“It is an artistic response that addresses 
the impact of the Great Fire of London on the 
City, its inhabitants and buildings, and how 
it emerged from the ashes and evolved to the 
resilient world city it is today”. 

In addition to the live festival programme, 
Artichoke has been commissioned by The 
Space to produce a live digital broadcast of 
the spectacular finale event, London 1666.

Beware a silent killer 



Using an unlicensed gas fitter could cost you your life

THE six-year-old daughter of City 
millionaire Nicolas Giaque died 
because the landlord of the £2m 
home they were renting failed to 
maintain the boiler. 

Elisabeth Giaque,whose father was 
worth £50m and ran a hedge fund in 
Westminster, died from carbon 
monoxide poisoning. House owner 
Hussein Jajbhay was fined £20,000 
and ordered to pay £35,000 costs at 
Blackfriars Crown Court. 

And rugby legend Simon Halliday, 
the former England wing and chair¬ 
man of the governing body of that 
runs the Champions' Cup, also had 
to be admitted to hospital for emer¬ 
gency treatment for carbon monox¬ 
ide poisoning last year. 

Halliday and his fiancee Rachel, 
both had to be given oxygen for sev¬ 
eral hours after scans showed they 
both had alarmingly high levels of 
the gas, known as 'The Silent Killer/ 
in their blood streams after he called 
a gas engineer to fix a faulty boiler 
at his rented apartment in Chelsea. 

These are just two examples of 
how faulty boilers can cost lives and 
this will be the highlight of the annu¬ 
al Gas Safe Week which gets under¬ 
way next month (September 19-25). 

It doesn't matter whether you live 
in Westminster, Chelsea, Fulham, 
Hammersmith or Kensington in fact 
anywhere in the country, rogue gas 
fitters will be living in your neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

When you use an unregistered gas 
fitter, he could be leaving your boiler 
leaking fatal carbon monoxide 
fumes. Or the work may be that 
dangerous your home could catch 
fire or the work could trigger an 
explosion. 

Gas Safety Week, now in its sixth 
year, sets out to ensure that rogue 
traders are kept out and residents 
are made aware of the risk they are 
taking if they ignore the advice. 

The message is simple: Don't let it 
happen to you.. 

One in three people trust a trades¬ 


man to do gas work based purely on 
the recommendation of a friend or 
neighbour without checking out 
their registration and qualifications 
first. 

Remember that dangerous gas 
work can be deadly. Badly fitted and 
poorly serviced appliances can cause 
gas leaks, fires, explosions and car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning. Using an 
illegal gas fitter can end up costing 
you thousands of pounds. Worst of 
all, it could put the lives of you, and 
your loved ones in danger. 

It is against the law for anyone to 
do work on gas appliances in the 
United Kingdom unless they are Gas 
Safe registered so if you think some¬ 
one is working on gas illegally, report 
them to the Gas Safe Register and 
they will investigate. 

How do I know if the gas fitter I'm 
using is illegal? 

A quarter of a million illegal gas jobs 
are carried out each year. If your 
gas fitter is not Gas Safe registered 
then they are illegal. If your gas engi¬ 
neer is qualified and registered to do 
gas work they will be able to show 
your their Gas Safe ID card. 

Not all gas engineers are qualified 
to work on all types of gas appliance. 
Make sure you check the back of 
their ID card to make sure they are 
qualified to do the specific type of 
gas work you need. If they put in a 
gas fire for example, but they're only 
Gas Safe registered for pipework and 
boilers, they are illegal. 

If they work for a Gas Safe regis¬ 
tered firm during the week and are 
doing private work in their spare 
time on the side, they are also ille- 
gal. 

How do I check my engineer is on 
the Gas Safe Register? 

All Gas Safe registered engineers 
carry a Gas Safe Register ID card 
showing the type of work they are 
qualified to do. Before you let your 
gas engineer into your home to work 
on your gas appliances make sure 
you check it. 

You can also check your gas engi¬ 


neer is Gas Safe registered online, by 
texting Gas then the engineer 
licence number to 85080 or by call¬ 
ing free on 0800 408 5500 . 

Protecting you from unsafe gas 
work is a priority for Gas Safe. If you 
think someone is working on gas ille¬ 
gally, report them and they will 
investigate. There are more than 
120,000 engineers on the Gas Safe 
Register. 

To check that they're continuing to 
work safely Gas Safe inspectors regu¬ 
larly inspect the work they've carried 
out. If you've had gas work done in 
the last six months, you can nomi¬ 
nate it for a free gas safety inspec¬ 
tion. 


Every year thousands of people 
across the UK are diagnosed with 
carbon monoxide (CO) poisoning, 
which can be caused by unsafe cen¬ 
tral heating systems, gas cookers or 
gas fires. 

That's why Gas Safety Week aims 
to raise awareness of gas safety and 
the importance of taking care of 
your gas appliances. 

Badly fitted and poorly serviced 
appliances can cause gas leaks, fires, 
explosions as well as carbon monox¬ 
ide poisoning. 

Using an illegal gas fitter can put 
lives at risk, only a Gas Safe regis¬ 
tered engineer should carry out gas 
work. 


Landlords targeted 

HAMMERSMITH and Fulham Council 
has warned rogue landlords that they 
are living on borrowed time. 

The council is planning to introduce 
new rules that will get rid of the cow¬ 
boys and protect private renters.. 

Town hall bosses have unveiled a 
series of measures aimed at protect¬ 
ing tenants and they say they want to 
create a "level playing field" in the 
borough by safeguarding tenants 
against unscrupulous landlords while 
cutting down on anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Among the proposals is a new land¬ 
lords' rental 'charter', which would 
encourage property owners to com¬ 
mit to higher standards. 

The plan also includes tougher 
licensing rules and new minimum 
standards for homes occupied by mul¬ 
tiple renters. 

Around 27,500 properties in 
Hammersmith and Fulham are now 
classified in the private rented sector 
- more than a third of all housing in 
the borough - and town hall housing 
officers expect it to soon become the 
dominant sector. 

River blitz 

THE Environment Agency has prom¬ 
ised a new crackdown on illegally 
moored boats along the Thames. 

It follows pressure from action 
group Reclaim the Riverbank. 

Previous success was achieved in 
removing illegally moored boats 
upstream of Teddington and a meet¬ 
ing was held with MPs Zac Goldsmith, 
Tania Mathias and James Berry to dis¬ 
cuss the situation. 

Mr Goldsmith said: "Illegally 
moored boats are not only a blight on 
the waterscape, but they also disrupt 
the river's natural flow, cause pollu¬ 
tion, and can pose a fire risk." 

In summer 2014 police and Thames 
Water ordered owners of 17 illegally- 
moored boats near Hampton Wick to 
leave the area. 

Cop gets award 

AN officer from the City of London 
Police Intellectual Property Crime Unit 
has been given an Excellence Award 
for being the driving force behind a 
ground-breaking initiative targeting 
counterfeit websites. 

DC Weizmann Jacobs has overseen 
the suspension of nearly 11,000 web¬ 
sites selling counterfeit goods, as part 
of an ongoing operation. 

His role involves suspending coun¬ 
terfeit websites in partnership with 
Nominet, the UK's central registry to 
all UK domains and is understood to 
be the only role of its type in UK 
policing. 

DC Jacobs received the 'Excellence 
Award' at the Chartered Trading 
Standards Institute Conference.

Yet again violence clouds 


T HE future of the Notting 
Hill Carnival is now 
hanging in the balance 
as public safety at even the so- 
called Children’s and Family 
Day was farcically exposed as 
completely inadequate by 
dozens of arrests and four stab- 
bings. 

Yet again, Europe’s biggest 
street party, became a catalogue 
of crime and violence before the 
big day on Monday even arrived. 


On the Family Day alone, ambu¬ 
lance crews treated 345 people and 
took 43 to hospital. There were 
four stabbings and 20 knives were 
seized. Some 105 people were ar¬ 
rested on the “safe” Sunday, 24 for 
possession of weapons and 74 for 
drugs. 

One man stabbed at the Family 
Day was fighting for his life as 
this newspaper went to print, doc¬ 
tors said the man’s condition was 
“critical”. 

Despite high hopes that hooli¬

gans would behave at this year’s 
anniversary year, there was little 
sign of it. 

In the wake of the violence and 
crime, voices will be raised for 
Carnival to be shut down in Not¬

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Young royals get their heads together

W E make no apology today for giving 
lengthy support to this passionate 
cause of Catherine’s because as a cap¬ 
ital, and as a nation, the sums involved alone in¬ 
dicate that the crisis of child mental health, 
cannot continue to be ignored, as it has been for 
far too long. 

Given that Kate is said to be the most influen¬ 
tial figure in Britain on matters of fashion and 
style it is hoped that some of this influence will 
now inspire other young parents to pressure 
elected representatives to do something urgent 
about the biggest social scandal facing London 
and the UK. 

First, an example of why it makes sound finan¬ 
cial sense to stop sweeping the emergency of 
child mental health under the carpet. 

One of the greatest political controversies of 
now and recent years is the matter of Britain’s 
nuclear defence. It is estimated by the Campaign 
for Nuclear Disarmament that the cost of replac¬ 
ing Trident and maintaining the deterrent mis¬ 
sile system for the next 30 years would be £250 
billion. 

Weigh that cost against the figure, published 
this year by NHS England, that the estimated 
long term cost to our economy of mental health 
problems is £105 billion a year. 

Therefore, if the current little continues to be 
done about child mental health over the period 
of a new Trident missile system, the cost to our 
economy over 30 years will be £3,150 billion. 

In other words, the nationally-damaging cost 
of the mental health crisis in England is more 
than 12 times the cost of new Trident. 

And that, of course, is just the financial cost; 
it does not take account of the emotional Ar¬ 
mageddon that we will face if the authorities do 
not listen to those medical and social experts for 
whom Catherine has become the spokeswoman. 

Stigma and the fear of social shame has much 
to do with why this crisis is hidden away. 
Research by one of the mental health charities

“One in three said they would be deeply embar¬ 
rassed if anyone found out their child had an emo¬ 
tional or mental health problem,” reported the 
charity. 

We parents who have suffered mental ill health 
in ourselves and we parents who have suffered the 
far greater agony of seeing mental ill health in our 
children are now depending on Catherine to help 
effect the crucial change in thinking which is ur¬ 
gently needed so that children do not continue to 
suffer. 

Bravely, she is defying the national instinct to 
put our heads in the sand by making herself and 
her husband, our king-to-be, examples of better 
thinking, as she explained in a recent speech in 
support of the Anna Freud Centre, which has cre¬ 
ated a series of podcasts on the advice for those 
many suffering the calamity of mental ill health in 
their families. 

"One in three adults still say they would be em¬ 
barrassed to seek help for their child's mental 
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health. No parent would fail 
to call the doctor if their child 
developed a fever, yet some 
children are tackling tough 
times without the support that can help them 
because the adults in their life are scared to 
ask. It doesn’t need to be like this,” said Cather¬ 
ine recently. 

“Throughout my work with family and child 
support organisations, one thing that has stood 
out to me time and again is that getting early 
support for a child who is struggling to cope is 
the best possible thing we can do to help our 
children as they grow up. 

“Knowing this, both William and I feel very 
strongly that we wouldn’t hesitate to get expert 
support for George and Charlotte if they need 
it. 

“I hope that this excellent series of podcasts 
by the Anna Freud Centre will go some way to 
help families overcome that fear of what hap¬ 
pens next if they look for professional support. 

“They illustrate that many of the therapies 
are actually very simple and practical steps 
that include the whole family to help children 
make sense of the world around them. 

“They show how with the right help, children 
have a good chance of overcoming their issues 
while they are still young, and can have the 
bright future they deserve. 

“Please do listen, and share them with your 
friends and family and let's change the way we 
all talk to each other about our mental health.” 

She is right, we should listen; we should hear 
hard because this problem is not going away as, 
by rights, it should be made to do. 

Fortunately for all of the frightened, confused, 
agonised children, Catherine has recruited two 
of the UK’s heaviest-hitters to her campaign, 
Prince William and Prince Harry. 

Earlier this year the influential trio formed 
Heads Together, a new movement to end stigma 
around mental health. 

The Heads Together campaign is a partner¬ 


ship with experienced and inspiring charities 
that provide frontline mental health support to 
people who may need it, whilst raising aware¬ 
ness and tackling stigma. 

Supported by The Royal Foundation, the three 
young royals’ primary charitable vehicle that 
aims to become a leading philanthropic investor, 
the Heads Together campaign aims to change the 
national conversation on mental wellbe¬ 
ing, just as Prince Charles began to do 
decades ago with his early lobbying 
on climate change. 

Next year, London will be run¬ 
ning for Heads Together as the 
campaign has been selected as the 
2017 Virgin Money London 
Marathon Charity of the Year. 

“As the UK’s premier charity 
sports event, with its energetic and 
positive fundraising, this year’s Vir- 


Heads Together will be the biggest 
project The Duke and Duchess and 
Prince Harry have undertaken 
together. They are incredibly 
grateful to be working with charities 
who have achieved so much in the 
fight against the stigma that 
surrounds the issue. 

They want the Heads Together 
campaign to build on the great work 
that is already being done across 
the country so that prejudice and 
fear no longer stand in the way of 
people getting the help they need.

gin Money London Marathon is the perfect 
springboard for this vital campaign,” said a 
spokesman at Kensington Palace, who added: 
“Through their work with young people, emer¬ 
gency response, homeless charities, and with vet¬ 
erans, Their Royal Highnesses have seen time 
and time again that unresolved mental health 
problems lie at the heart of some of our greatest 
social challenges. 

“They are passionate about tackling the stigma 
surrounding the issue. Too often, they have seen 
that people feel afraid to admit that they are 
struggling with their mental health. This fear of 
prejudice and judgement stops people from get¬ 
ting help and can destroy families and end lives.

Five words stand out especially in that Kens¬ 
ington Palace release, “destroy families and end 
lives”. 

Those of us who have known mental ill health 
live with the anguish of having witnessed both 
of those sad and tragic consequences. 

Not far from Kensington Palace, just down the 
road from Buckingham Palace at Queen Anne’s 
Gate, is the headquarters of another charity 
committed to confronting our national inertia 
towards the matter of child mental health, the 
CentreForum. 

In April this year, the Forum’s director of 
mental health, Emily Frith, published a land¬ 
mark report on the State of the Nation and 
appropriately titled it that. Her report 
makes such grim reading that it leaves 
you incredulous that we are letting this 
catastrophe happen. 

“Mental health prob¬ 
lems are linked to pre¬ 
mature mortality and 
can also be life-limit¬ 
ing. Young people with 
an emotional disorder 
are more likely to 
smoke, drink and use 
drugs than other chil¬ 
dren; more likely to 
have time off school 
and fall behind in their education; and are more 
likely to earn less money as adults or to experi¬ 
ence unemployment,” reported Ms Frith. 

“As well as the personal cost, the estimated 
long term cost to the economy of mental health 
problems is £105 billion a year. Despite this sig¬ 
nificant impact, children and young people face 
substantial difficulties in getting help. 

“Only 0.7 per cent of NHS funding is spent on 
young people’s mental health, and only 16 per 
cent of this 0.7 per cent funding is on early in¬ 
tervention. 

“This report demonstrates a stark inequality 
within the NHS where, unlike those who are 
physically ill, children and young people with 
mental health problems are still not always get¬ 
ting the right treatment, at the right time, in the 
right place. 

“While this issue has become a policy priority 
in recent years, there is still a long way to go be¬ 
fore there is equality for mental health in the 
NHS in England.” 

Are the lives of hundreds of thousands of 
young people so unimportant that they are only 
worth 0.7 per cent of NHS funding? Without 
meaning to be in any way comical, is the Depart¬ 
ment of Health insane? 

Let us not kid ourselves, mental ill health is 
not something that happens to ‘them’ but not to 
us; a read through the list of the factors that ex¬ 


perts have identified as contributory to mental 
health problems reveals that Prince William is 
as likely to have been a victim as much as the 
poorest kid of North Kensington. 

“Mental health problems, like physical health 
problems, have a complex range of causes, bio¬ 
logical, psychological and social, which are not 
yet well understood,” states Emily Frith. 

“Some people may be at greater risk due to un¬ 
derlying inherited predisposition or significant 
risk factors in childhood. Research by the Men¬ 
tal Health Foundation has identified certain 
risk factors that make some young people more 
likely to experience problems than others. 
These include: 

having a long-term physical illness, 
having a parent who has had mental health 
problems 

problems with alcohol or has been in trouble 
with the law 

experiencing the death of someone close to 
them 

having parents who separate or divorce 
having been severely bullied 
having been physically or sexually abused 
living in poverty or being homeless 
experiencing discrimination, perhaps be¬ 
cause of their race, sexuality or religion 
acting as a carer for a relative, taking on 
adult responsibilities 

having long-standing educational difficul¬ 
ties. 

Let us go back to that fright-making warning 
from Catherine about mental ill health ending 
lives. 

Suicide, states Ms Frith’s study, is the most 
common cause of death for boys aged between 5 
and 19, being the cause of 14 per cent of deaths 
in this age group, and the second most common 
for girls of that age after road traffic accidents. 

Rightly, we make our children belt-up when¬ 
ever they travel with us in our cars, but we 
seem to be adding insufficient such safety mea¬ 
sures for those of them suffering deeply-sad¬ 
dened lives. 

“Recently, data has been collected on suicides 
for those aged under 14 for the first time. This 
shows that nearly 100 children aged 10 to 14 
killed themselves in the UK in the past decade,” 
reports Ms Frith. 

“Even where child and adolescent mental 
health problems have less immediate tragic con¬ 
sequences, they can still be life-limiting. People 
with a severe mental health problem die on av¬ 
erage about 15-20 years earlier than people 
without mental illness. 

“Child and adolescent mental health problems 
are also associated with poorer outcomes later 
in life, such as: poor academic attainment and 
an increase in economic inactivity and criminal 
activity. 

“Young people with an emotional disorder are 
more likely to smoke, drink and use drugs than 
other children; more likely to have time off 
school and fall behind in their education; and 
are more likely to earn less money as adults or 
to experience unemployment.” 

They are also more likely to end up running 
with a bad lot, where the risk of them ending 
their own lives is even greater. 

“Research shows the high levels of mental 


health problems in young people involved in 
gangs, with one UK study finding 34 per cent of 
gang members had considered suicide, and a 
quarter had experienced psychosis,” writes Ms 
Frith. 

“The study found gang membership was asso¬ 
ciated with an increased risk of mental ill health 
even when associated demographic factors were 
taken into account.” 

And whilst Prince George is unlikely to ever 
end up running with a gang, the same is not as¬ 
sured for other children of Kensington, espe¬ 
cially in the north of the royal borough, where 
young people are thrice at risk. 

“Social disadvantage and adversity increase 
the risk of developing mental health problems,” 
says Ms Frith. 

“Children and young people from the poorest 
households are three times more likely to have 
a mental health problem than those growing up 
in better-off homes. Almost three quarters (72 
per cent) of children in residential care experi¬ 
ence some form of emotional and mental health 
problem.” 

To amplify the pain of guilt in those of us who 
put ourselves first at the most wrong of times, 
she adds: “Evidence has also linked mental 
health problems in boys to the absence of a fa¬ 
ther or significant male attachment figure.” 

Obviously an absent Dad is not good for any¬ 
one, but Ms Frith has also identified a less obvi¬ 
ous and possibly-surprising other factor in the 
epidemic of childhood depression and distress, 
Facebook and Twitter. 

“The Office for National Statistics data sug¬ 
gests a correlation, though not necessarily a 
causal link between the use of social media sites 
and those experiencing mental health prob¬ 
lems,” she reported. 

“While 12 per cent of children who spend no 
time on social networking websites have symp¬ 
toms of mental ill health, the figure rises to 27 
per cent for those who are on the sites for three 
hours or more a day.” 

But perhaps the greatest worry of the child 
mental health crisis is that, due to lack of Gov¬ 


ernment funds, when an illness is identified in 
a child or young person we are taking far too 
long to respond with clearly-crucial help. 

“Over half of all mental ill health starts before 
the age of 14 years, and 75 per cent has developed 
by the age of 18. 

“CentreForum’s analysis finds that current 
service provision is patchy and highly variable 
in terms of access, availability and quality of 
mental health treatment. Many children and 
young people simply get no treatment at all. 

“More than three quarters of GPs surveyed in 
2010 said they could rarely get access to psycho¬ 
logical therapy needed for their young patients 
and a headteacher survey in 2016 found that over 
half felt that Child and Adolescent Mental Health 
Services were poor. 

“Once a referral is accepted, young people 
often have to wait many months for treatment. 
Indeed, the average of the longest waiting times 
was nearly ten months between referral and the 
start of treatment. 

“There was also significant variation in wait¬ 
ing times between providers. The average wait¬ 
ing time in Gateshead for example is five times 
as long as for those just down the road in Tyne¬ 
side. Similarly, waits in North West London vary 
widely from two months in Kensington and 
Chelsea, to nearly six months in Brent.” 

But before Kensington and Chelsea pats itself 
too hard on the back for the relative “speed” of 
its response, it should be considered that accord¬ 
ing to the NHS, “almost 8,000 children and young 
people in the royal borough are likely to be in 
need of mental health information, advice and 
support.” 

Now that some of that support is coming from 
the three most popular royal residents of the bor¬ 
ough, the young people of Kensington and 
Chelsea will get a better chance of beating the 
appalling affliction of mental ill health. 

And if Health Minister Jeremy Hunt and 
Prime Minister Theresa May heed Catherine’s 
call for much more to be done to combat this 
plainly-neglected crisis, children who deserve 
better may smile again. 
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S ADIE Frost admits that

Hayden's recipe 
for a calmer life 


Lobster, avocado and 
crispy bacon 

Serves 4 

I always have a can or packet of Peter's 
Yard rye crispbreads in my larder. They 
make a great and simple platform for 
an open sandwich. 

If you don't want to splash out on 
lobster, you can use good quality 
prawns or even crab. But one lobster 
will be enough for four sandwiches - 
and you can also later make a good 
quantity of bisque from the shell. 


Ingredients 

2 small ripe avocados 

V 2 tbsp mayonnaise 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

The juice of 1 small lemon 

1 lobster, 500-600g, cooked and 

removed from the shell 

4 rashers of streaky bacon, grilled until 

really crispy 

4 rye crackers or crispbreads 
Itbsp olive or rapeseed oil 
A few sprigs of Greek basil (bush basil) 
or another herb such as chervil or dill 


Method 

Peel and stone both of the avocados. 
Crush one with a fork and mix with the 
mayonnaise. Season and add a little 
lemon juice to taste. Cut the lobster tail 
into four lengthways, and cut each slice 
in half. Cut the claw meat in half such 
that it looks like four claws. Chop the 
bacon as finely as possible. 

Cut the second avocado into slices. To 
serve, spread the crushed avocado on 
the crispbreads then arrange the sliced 
avocado on top with the lobster, placing 
the halved lobster claws on top. Mix the 
remaining lemon juice with the oil, 
season, then spoon a little on top 
together with a scattering of bacon and 
herbs. 




W E cook on so many levels, not just to feed 
ourselves," says Georgie Hayden, taking a 
sip of tea. 

As part of Jamie Oliver's 'Food Team', the bubbly 
brown-eyed Londoner cooks for a living, dreaming 
up and styling recipes for Oliver's books, magazine 
and TV shows. But she also cooked her way 
through a traumatic maternity leave, after her son 
Archie died just before birth two years ago. 

"I can't remember what happened for the first few 
months. I think we must have lived off food from 
nice people. I don't think I cooked for a while. I re¬ 
ally scared myself. I thought, 'I just don't care, I ac¬ 
tually don't care about food or anything'," she 
recalls. 

"You feel really vulnerable and I didn't want to go 
out... then it sort of went full circle." 

Fearing she'd lost her love of food, Hayden gath¬ 
ered all her cookbooks together - including Honey 
& Co's book, the Middle Eastern cafe where we 
meet today - and started thinking about food for 
her and husband Pete. 

"After a few months of calming down I decided to 
start again and to sit down and make 
a weekly meal plan. Then I would 
drive myself to the supermarket and 
do the shop, and that's actually what 
got me out again - having a purpose got 
me back into doing something and 
being a bit more confident." 

The familiarity and routine of cooking 
was like therapy and slowly eased Hay¬ 
den, 34, through her bereavement, while 
the meal plans gave her a sense of con¬ 
trol. 

"In those early days, I was convinced 
Pete was going to die too. I was abso¬ 
lutely terrified. I thought, 'If I can feed us 
really nice food, at least I know we're 
OK'." 

What started out as a simple project has 
been gently nurtured into Hayden's first 
cookbook, Stirring Slowly: Recipes To Re¬ 
store + Revive. With chapter titles such as 
'A Sunny Start To The Day', 'Bowl Food', 
and 'Bake Yourself Better', it's a book to 
turn to when you've had a long, tough day - full of 
warming, comforting and revitalising recipes. 

In his foreword, Jamie Oliver says he loves Hay¬ 
den 'like a sister', and she is equally full of praise 
for her mentor, with whom she's travelled the 
world for work. 

"After my maternity leave, I went back part-time, 
because I needed to sort my life out a bit. He said, 
'Whatever you need to do, we'll make it work'. He's 
phenomenal and he really cares. It sounds cheesy, 
but the Food Team is family and it's the most in¬ 
spiring place to be." 

Hayden's real family has had a huge impact on 
her love of food, too. Born to Greek Cypriot par¬ 
ents, her childhood memories are of Saturday pil¬ 
grimages from their home above her grandparents' 
Greek restaurant to the 'smelly shop' - an Italian 
deli packed with hanging salami - around the cor¬ 
ner. 

Her dad worked in the family restaurant while 
her mum stayed home, teaching Hayden and her 
sister to bake. It sparked a lifelong passion - and 
she remembers shadowing both her grannies, de¬ 
termined to learn all the traditional Cypriot family 
recipes before they were lost. 

"I still cook with my granny," she says. "She's 
amazing. She's had such an influence on me." 

While Hayden tries to eat well, she thinks we've 
all become a bit too obsessed with health food. 

"What's healthy for me is taking the time to cook 
something and sit down and actually eat it properly."

And, she says, 
there's nothing 
wrong with mak¬ 
ing life easy for 
yourself. 

, "There are cer¬ 
tain books and 
people out there 
that make you think, I should be 
doing this, I should be doing that. 

"Something can be quick, it can be delicious and 
it can still be OK for you - an omelette is great. We 
definitely have a lot of breakfast for dinner!" 


Hayden's already planning her next cookbook - 
full of Cypriot food - but for now, she's pleased to 
have created a legacy for Archie with her first one. 

"It felt wrong to go through something so enor¬ 
mous and painful and to carry on life as normal. I 
thought, 'He needs to have some impact on my life, 
in a good way'. You want to honour your child and 
make sure people know about these things. 

"As time goes by it's more gentle. It's still incred¬ 
ibly difficult, but we can also find joy in things 
now. I can look at his picture and not cry, and look 
at his things and find comfort in them." 


Try Georgina Hayden’s roasted 
cauliflower and coconut soup 

2 onions 

600g cauliflower 

4 garlic cloves 

ltsp (heaped) ground 

cinnamon 

ltsp (heaped) ras el hanout (in the spice sec¬ 
tion at most supermarkets) 

Sea salt and freshly ground black pepper 
Olive oil 

A handful of unsweetened coconut flakes 
(available from Sainsbury's) 

1 x 400ml tin of reduced-fat coconut milk 
600ml vegetable stock 
2-3tbsp chilli oil 

Preheat your oven to 180C/gas 4. Peel and cut 
the onions into 1cm wedges and trim then cut the 
cauliflower into even-sized florets. If it has the 
leaves on, don't cut them off, roast those too. 
Place it all in a roasting tray with the unpeeled 
garlic cloves and sprinkle with the cinnamon 
and ras el hanout. Season well, and drizzle every¬ 
thing with a good glug of olive oil. Toss it all to¬ 


gether and pop into 
the oven for 25-30 
minutes, until cooked 
through and a little 
charred. 

Scatter the coconut 
flakes onto a small 
tray and pop into 
the oven for the 
last few minutes to 
toast - they should 
only need three to 
four minutes. 

When the veg are 
ready, remove the 
garlic cloves and scrape all 
the veg into a large saucepan. Squeeze the garlic 
out of its skins and add them too. Pour in the co¬ 
conut milk, add the stock and gently bring to the 
boil. 

Reduce the heat a little and simmer for five 
minutes, then remove from heat. Using a stick 
blender, blitz the soup until creamy and smooth, 
adding a splash more water if it is too thick. 
Taste and adjust the seasoning, and serve topped 
with toasted coconut flakes and a drizzle of chilli 
oil.

The resurrection of the Ginger Magician

WITH over 300 century breaks 
to his name and more than £5 
million pocketed in prize 
money, it doesn’t take a 
snooker genius to work out that 
Steve Davis is a master of the 
art of potting balls. 

But you may be more sur¬ 
prised to discover that after 
stepping back from the baize 
earlier this year, ‘the Nugget’ 
has turned his bridge hand to a 
new art form - dance music. 

The six-time world snooker 
champion, who was both ad¬ 
mired and despised for his 
plain personality and relentless 
professionalism during a 38- 
year playing career, appears to 
have finally dropped the dour 
demeanour. 

He now goes by the name of 
DJ Thundermuscle and has 
been appearing in clubs all 
over the capital alongside ex¬ 
perimental musician Kavus 
Torabi. 

The unlikely story has turned 
into a fairytale for the London- 
born potter, who has bagged 
slots at some of the city’s top 
venues in recent months. 

He even brought his brand of 
leftfield dance music to the 
world’s biggest party, Glaston¬ 
bury Festival, in June. A far 
cry from the Romford snooker 
halls where he crafted his game 
as a teenager. 

So how did the steely-eyed 
grinder on the baize become 
the fast-and-loose party animal 
of today, careering round the 
club circuit? 

“People do like to move in 


other circles,” Davis said in a 
recent interview with The Inde¬ 
pendent. 

“I don’t know any other 
snooker players who are really 
into music. As far as I know 
there’s no crossover between 
music and snooker.” 

Having turned 59 last week, 
Davis is in the frame for an 
artistic rebirth with his self- 
styled brand of‘rocking opposi¬ 
tion’ and ‘avant progressive’. 

Of course, it’s not the 
Nugget’s first foray into the 
charts. He reached number 
seven alongside his pals in 1986 
with the unforgettable ‘Snooker 
Loopy’. 

But his new venture is a 
much more professional opera¬ 
tion. While Davis isn’t mixing 
his own music, he spins disc 
after disc plucked from a vin¬ 
tage collection built up over 
many years. 

It’s a misconception that he’s 
become a DJ overnight, though. 


The man once known as the 
Ginger Magician has actually 
manned the decks on his own 
community radio show for a 
decade and began performing 
live as his professional career 
wound down. 

He met fellow DJ Kavus 
Torabi a few years ago and now 
presents a weekly radio show 
with him on Phoenix FM. 

Keen listeners will know that 
Davis’ eclectic tastes range 
from 70s prog all the way 
through to leftfield electronica 
and IDM (intelligent dance 
music). 

The 28-time ranking event 
winner may never live down 
his legacy as a plodding and 
pedantic potter. But as he nears 
his 60th year he is doing his ut¬ 
most to craft a new cult pres¬ 
ence as the ‘Snooker Star DJ’.

Skye Edwards and 
Ross Godfrey are standing at the side of the 
main stage at a music festival reliving their 
performance from a few hours ago. “The head¬ 
liners were playing a raw, gutsy set,” Ross re¬ 
calls. “We both thought: wouldn’t it be really 
fun to make a record that had this sort of intensity to it?” 

For over a decade, he and Skye had been playing across 
the globe as trip hop heroes Morcheeba but Ross’s brother 
Paul - their co-producer, with whom they had founded 
the band - had stayed at home. 

Over time the separation between studio and stage had 
become increasingly pronounced. But enraptured by the 
thrill of live performance, the singer and guitarist shared 
an epiphany: why not make our records sound like that? 

The result of this revelation is SKYE | ROSS, an album 
that pursues its own musical path while returning to the 
roots of the sound that made Morcheeba a household 
name in the late 1990s. 

It is, Ross explains, “what we do naturally” - 
but not necessarily a continuation of the 
Morcheeba sound. It felt only right, there¬ 
fore, to give it a new identity. 

The duo, who made London their home 
after moving from Kent as a young band, 
will bring their unique brand of electron- 
ica back to the capital this autumn in 
support of the album’s release. 

It’s not the first time either has stepped 
outside the safety of their familiar musical 
surrounds though, having each released 
solo projects before. 

For a while they toyed with the idea of mak¬ 
ing an ‘unplugged’ record but settled on some¬ 
thing altogether more ambitious. 

“We rejected modern recording techniques where you 
can literally edit the life out of everything,” Ross adds. 
“That just completely drains the soul.” 

So they made most of the record at their homes - much 
as they had before the big budget days of Morcheeba. 

And when they say they kept things “in the family”, 
they’re not exaggerating. The only other musicians to 
play significant roles on the album were Skye’s husband 
Steve (bass), her 19-year-old son Jaega (drums), Ross’s 
wife Amanda (backing vocals) and Richard Milner, 
Morcheeba’s keyboard player for the last five years. “One 
of us just needs to adopt Richard,” Skye jokes. “Then ev¬ 
erybody in the band will be related!” 

What emerged from the recording sessions recalls the 
spirit of Morcheeba’s platinum-selling Big Calm album, 
while boasting a revived spirit and sense of experience 
that comes with two decades of making music. 

“It was all very organic and I was able to push myself 


ak- 


vocally,” says Skye. “Every¬ 
thing Ross sent inspired a 
i melody and lyric almost im- 
I mediately - whether it was a 
I heavy fuzz guitar riff or intri- 
J cate finger-picking on an 
m acoustic. I’ve always got a real 
t buzz from Ross’s playing. 
f “It’s an absolute joy performing 
live so it was great to be able to cap- 
^ ture that energy on record.” 

Ross has long been a fan of leftfield acts 
such as Dinosaur Jr and Aphex Twin. The 
band’s new music, he says, chimes with those inspira¬ 
tions as well as their own music from the early days of 
Morcheeba. 

“We could bring in anything: minimal beats, country 
music, blues, whatever we wanted. It was a pretty blank 
canvas, and I feel like this record has gone back to that.” 

Ultimately, SKYE | ROSS doesn’t signify the end of 
Morcheeba but rather a purge of sorts. An opportunity 
for two musicians who have represented the public face 
of their band to exploit the musical relationship that has 
developed between them outside the studio on stages 
around the world. 

“Our intentions are really aligned,” Ross concludes. 
“And once you have that synchronicity with someone, ev¬ 
erything else falls into place.” 

The album SKYE | ROSS will be released on September 
2. The duo are due to perform at the 02 Academy in Brix- 
ton on November 2. 


P OOR Ed Balls, before even one step has been taken in 
the new series of Strictly and the former Cabinet Min¬ 
ister has already been written off as a no-hoper.

It may be that he has spoken too soon, for before the new 
series of sweating in sequins begins the bookies have de¬ 
cided that he has no chance of winning it. 

Bookmakers Paddy Power have published their odds on 
who will be the outright winner and Ed is listed as the out¬ 
right outsider, with odds of just 66/1. 

The next least-favourite to be crowned top of the hoofers 
is Birds Of A Feather star Lesley Joseph, whom the bookies 
say has only a 40/1 chance of becoming champion. 

Somebody called Melvin Odoom (a comedian, apparently) 
is 20/1, the same odds given for BBC newsreader Naga 
Munchetty, EastEnders actress Tameka Empson and crim¬ 



inal barrister Robert Rinder. 

Somewhat surprisingly, Anastacia is also listed as 20/1. 
Whilst it may be something of a comedown for the former 
platinum-selling, stadium-filling top pop star to be rele¬ 
gated to the status of an outsider on a dance show, we 
reckon that the heroic cancer survivor will be this year’s 
dark horse in the race. 

Buoyed up by the current Olympics fever, gymnast Clau¬ 
dia Fragapane is the current favourite to win Strictly, with 
odds of 7/2, closely followed by Will Young at 11/2. 

Others in with a racing chance are leggy TV presenter 
Laura Whitmore, 8/1, and fashion model Daisy Lowe at 10/1 

The ladies’ favourite who is tipped to receive an 
avalanche of votes and dating proposals is Hollyoaks star 
Danny Mac, hotly-tipped by the bookies at 5/1

Davies ton carries Surrey into final 


OPENER Steve Davies hit 104 
off 116 balls as Surrey reached 
the Royal London One-Day 
Cup final with a 19-run semi¬ 
final win over Yorkshire at 
Headingley on Sunday. 

Despite losing Dominic Sib¬ 
ley and Kumar Sangakkara 
very early and slumping to 8- 
2 inside the first three overs, 
the visitors recovered to post 
what looked a below-par 
score of 255-7 after Davies and 
Ben Foakes (90) shared a 
stand of 130. 

Davies, voted man-of-the- 
match, went on to strike a six 
and 10 fours after being 
dropped by Matthew Waite off 
his own bowling on 43. 

Yorkshire’s hopes of a suc¬ 
cessful run-chase were 
severely damaged by a three- 
wicket burst at a cost of two 
runs in nine balls from fast 
bowler Stuart Meaker, whose 
victims included England’s 
Jonny Bairstow (13) and Gary 
Ballance (32). 

Tim Bresnan kept York¬ 
shire in an absorbing game 
but not even he could counter 
the quality death’ bowling by 
Surrey pair Tom Curran and 
Jade Dernbach. 

With the home side still re¬ 
quiring 27 from the last three 
overs with three wickets re¬ 
maining, Curran struck twice 
in the 18th over. First he 
lured Azeem Rafiq into dis¬ 
patching a full toss into the 
hands of Rory Burns. 

And then, with a slower 
ball, Curran forced Steven 
Patterson to spoon an easy

catch to Sangakkara at mid¬ 
wicket. 

It was left to Dernbach, im¬ 
pressing again with his in¬ 
swinging yorkers, to finish 
the job. Needing 22 from the 
last two overs, Yorkshire’s 
rapidly fading hopes were ex¬ 
tinguished when Bresnan 
holed out to Sibley at long-off 
for 68 as they were all out for 
236 with seven balls left. 

Looking to atone for last 
year’s defeat in the 50-over 
ODC final to Gloucestershire, 
Surrey will face either War¬ 
wickshire or Somerset (who 
met on Monday after LWN 
went to press) in the 2016 final 
at Lord’s on Saturday, 
September 17. 

After Sunday’s semi-final 
victory, Surrey skipper 
Gareth Batty said: “Everyone 
is stepping up to the plate 
when the team requires, ev¬ 
erybody’s pulling together. 

“Davies and Foakes were 
quite magnificent.

“But we got wickets at the 
right times and it was always 
going to be an uphill battle 
for them once it got down to 
those final overs.”

The central defender, who 
has spent most of his Chelsea 
career at right-back, said of 
the good start: “Everything 
at the moment is about confi¬ 
dence. We have won three 
league games but the games 
coming up will show exactly 
where we are. We need just 
to stay focused, as we know 
how difficult the games are 
after an international break. 

“We deserve to be where 
we are but are taking it game 
by game, day by day.” 

And what of Hazard? 

“In my opinion, in the past 
month, Eden Hazard has been 
amazing, one of the most im¬ 
portant players in our team. 
He is the player who can de¬ 
cide the league. He can decide 
every game. We hope he will 
continue with the perfor¬ 
mances of two season ago. If 
so, then we can do incredible 
things. But it’s too early to be 
overconfident, we need to be 
focused and stay with our feet 
on the ground.” 

Asked if not having the dis¬ 
traction of European football 
this season will have a posi¬ 
tive effect, he said: “It de¬ 
pends. We all miss European 
competition but it means that 
during the week, we can fo¬ 
cus and have more time to 


prepare for league games. But 
in the back of our minds, we 
miss the European games. I 
hope that it will be a positive 
thing for our team.” 

■ WHEN the international 
break is over Chelsea could 
very well have a new left- 
back. The transfer window 
closes tomorrow (Wednesday) 
and Blues are expected to 
land Fiorentina’s £20m-rated 
Marcos Alonso, who played 
nine games for Bolton Wan¬ 
derers in 2010. 

The signing is an excellent 
strategic move. If Alonso can 
immediately make the left- 
back berth his own, it would 
allow Cesar Azpilicueta to re¬ 
turn to his natural position 
of right-back, freeing up 
Ivanovic to vie for a slot at 
centre-back. 

It’s strategic, because Blues 
have struggled to land a 
recognised top class centre- 
back this summer. They have 
so far been reluctant to open 
their coffers and land previ¬ 
ous targets Senegalese Kali- 
dou Koulibaly, Sweden’s Ben- 
fica defender Victor Lindelof 
or Juventus’ centre-back 
Leonardo Bonucci. 

If none come to fruition, 
then Ivanovic will be ready 
to step in and replace either 


John Terry or Gary Cahill. 

Should this happen, then 
Ivanovic, who played as a 
centre-back in last week’s 3-2 
home League Cup second 
round victory over Bristol 
Rovers, won’t be expected to 
be out of the side for long. 

He is very much a Roman 
Abramovich favourite. But 
switching Ivanovic to a more 
regular central defensive role 
move will leave Chelsea’s hi¬ 
erarchy with a dilemma - 
what to do when Kurt Zouma 
is fit? 

The French defender has 
been sidelined for months 
with a knee injury but is re¬ 
gaining fitness and back in 
training. Part of that rehabil¬ 
itation will require playing 
matches, and he won’t get 
them sitting on the bench. 

That’s why he may well go 
on loan to German outfit 
Schalke until January. This 
would save Chelsea an abso¬ 
lute fortune without unduly 
weakening their defence. 

One new signing Blues 
have completed is that of 
goalkeeper Eduardo from 
Croatian club Dinamo Za¬ 
greb. 

The Portugal stopper, 33 
(but looking more like 38, as 
one Chelsea WAG suggested), 
will fight for the number two 


slot with Asmir Begovic, as¬ 
suming the Bosnia goal¬ 
keeper does not head up the 
motorway to Everton. 

Several players are head¬ 
ing away from SW6 in season- 
long loan moves. Striker Loic 
Remy is expected to join 
Crystal Palace, winger Juan 
Cuadrado is heading back to 
Juventus, midfielder Mario 
Pasalic is bound for AC Mi¬ 
lan, while striker Patrick 
Bamford is going to Burnley. 

■ CHELSEA’S Under-23 de¬ 
velopment side earned a 
point away to Manchester 
United in Premier League 2. 

Kyle Scott’s first half goal 
should have given manager 
Adi Viveash’s side all three 
points but the visitors were 
pegged back through a late 
own-goal from Joseph Colley. 

The U18s thrashed 
Swansea City 5-0 at the week¬ 
end. Two goals (one penalty) 
from Martell Taylor-Cross- 
dale and strikes from Harvey 
St Clair, Luke McCormick 
and Charlie Brown were 
enough to maintain an un¬ 
beaten home start to the sea¬ 
son. But boss Jody Morris 
was less than impressed with 
his young charges. He said: 
“We’re not an academy that 
are used to losing games but 


when we have done in the 
past we have certainly 
bounced back quickly and 
turned in some good perfor¬ 
mances. 

“It doesn’t become a regu¬ 
lar occurrence, so we stressed 
that to the players in training 
this week.The scoreline looks 
great on paper but I felt we 
could have got towards dou¬ 
ble figures if we were really 
on our game in the final 
third. We didn’t play particu¬ 
larly well before half-time but 
we should have been 4-0 up 
and then we raised our game 
by about 20 per cent after the 
break. 

“I don’t want to sound too 
downbeat after a 5-0 win but 
these are the standards we’ve 
set over the last four or five 
years and we want to aim to 
reach those levels.”

Blues face Notts County at 
home (Staines FC’s Wheat- 
sheaf Park) on Thursday. 


Rs’ captain

AFTER two opening wins 
followed by a couple of back- 
to-back defeats, Queens Park 
Rangers'rollercoaster season is 
heading in the right direction 
again following their 1-0 
victory at Wigan Athletic on 
Saturday.

Blues make flying start

ANTONIO Conte may not be admit¬ 
ting it, but in the back of his mind is 
the prospect of Chelsea going the 
whole league season unbeaten. 

After the 3-0 hammering of Burnley 
on Saturday, a scoreline that could 
and should have been at least doubled, 
Chelsea go into the international 
break with maximum points after 
three Premier League games, posi¬ 
tioned just behind early pacesetters 
Manchester City on goal-difference. 

Blues return to league action on 
Sunday, September 11, when they head 
to South Wales to face struggling 
Swansea City. 

Conte, 50, failed to write-off the 
prospect of emulating Arsenal’s Tn- 
vincibles’ of 2003-04, when they did 
not lose a single league game on their 
way to the title. 

He said: “But now it’s important to 
start the new season in the right way. 
After a bad season like the last one 
it’s very difficult to think that (to go 
unbeaten). We must go day by day and 
step by step and face every game with 
the right intensity, concentration and 
focus.” 

Sounds like he is giving serious 
thought to having a crack at achieving 
history - and why not. His actions on 


the sideline, where he kicks, gesticu¬ 
lates and bellows out instructions to 
his players, suggest that he will yield 
no quarter in a game and will demand 
the same from every member of the 
team. 

One player who will certainly have 
to perform well and consistently if 
that record is to be achieved is Eden 
Hazard. With this season expected to 
be his last in SW6 before Real Madrid 
will be expected to renew their inter¬ 
est in the Belgian star, Hazard is de¬ 
termined to recapture the form of two 
seasons ago, when almost single-hand¬ 
edly he propelled Chelsea to the title. 

Last season, suspect injuries and 
failing club morale caused him to 
struggle. But he regained much of his 
fitness and zest at the end of the sea¬ 
son and has continued in similar vein 
this term. 

Conte certainly knows he has some¬ 
one special on his hands. He said: 
“Eden is a fantastic player. He has 
great talent and I know he’s a good 
guy. Also, he wants to work very hard 
to improve himself and I am pleased 
about this. I want to work with my 
players to improve them and put them 
in the best condition to exalt their tal¬ 
ents.” 

But did Conte have a word about 
last season and how to address the 
problems? 

“Last season is the past,” he said. 
“But it’s important to keep last season 
in our minds because when there is a 
difficult situation it’s important to 
look back and find new strength to go 
forward.” 


On Saturday, Hazard gave Blues a 
ninth minute lead with a well-exe¬ 
cuted curling shot inside the far post 
at the end of a penetrating run. Ex¬ 
plaining why he replaced Hazard for 
the final 10 minutes of the mauling of 
Burnley, Conte said: “There was no 
injury (to Hazard). It was a sudden 
decision right at that moment. During 
the game I ask a lot of my wingers 
and the forwards. 

“Usually after 70 or 80 minutes they 
are very tired and it’s the right mo¬ 
ment to change, to put on fresh play¬ 
ers to increase the intensity of the 
game again.” 

Goals by Willian and substitute Vic¬ 
tor Moses completed the battering of 
Burnley, following consecutive 2-1 vic¬ 
tories at home against West Ham and 
at Watford. 

While scoring for fun seems to be 
the order of the day, keeping a clean 
sheet at home for the first time in the 
league since November is something 
Conte is particularly happy about. 

“I’m very pleased,” he said. “It’s 
very strange that at home (last sea¬ 
son) we conceded in 13 games. On Sat¬ 
urday, I reminded my players of this. 
It’s important to score one more goal 
than the opponent but to keep the 
clean sheet is important for the confi¬ 
dence of the whole team. 

“If I have to choose one way to de¬ 
fend, I prefer to attack,” he said. “The 
best way to defend is to go forward. 
When you stay behind for too long, 
with the long ball, anything can hap¬ 
pen. But we are also improving in this 
aspect.” 


■ DEFENDING is an art that 
Branislav Ivanovic knows all about. 
The Serb, 32, has played more than 
350 games for Blues since coming to 
Stamford Bridge in a £9million deal 
from Locomotive Moscow in 2008 and 
is well placed to analyse the impact 
Conte has had on the side and on the 
potential for this group of players. 

He said of the win over Burnley: “It 
was a very hard game. I think we 
opened the game well and played well. 
When we scored our second goal, we 
focused on our defence. It was very 
important for us, especially to get the 
clean sheet because that hasn’t hap¬ 
pened for a long time - since last 
November, and that’s unusual for 
Chelsea. 

“Of course, it sometimes depends 
on the game. When you are not getting 
the results, you start to chase the 
game at home and that could be why 
we conceded goals. It’s nice to get one. 
It’s one part of our game where 
Chelsea are usually good all the time.” 

Ivanovic is pragmatic and under¬ 
stands why Conte acts the way he does 
on the touchline, barking out instruc¬ 
tions non-stop, but admits it has little 
effect on the players. 

“This is Antonio’s style of coaching 
and leading of the game,” he said. 
“But 90 per cent of the time we can’t 
hear him, we are focused on the game, 
but every instruction is good for us. 
When you can hear (him), it helps the 
team and keeps us concentrated on 
the game.”

Focus on Craven Cottage 


FULHAM captain Tom Cairney 
led by example on Saturday, 
shooting unbeaten Whites to 
within two points of top spot in 
the Championship with a 
sweetly struck stoppage time 
winner at Blackburn Rovers. 

Three league wins and two 
draws sees lofty Fulham hot on 
the heels of leaders 
Huddersfield Town. 

It was the perfect return to 
Ewood Park for Cairney, 25, 
who joined Fulham from the 
Lancashire club last summer. 

He said: "As soon as I hit it I 
knew it was in. What a feeling. 

"We've played some great 
stuff so far this season - that's 
five wins out of seven 
(including two League Cup 
victories) - and it's great to be a 
part of it." 

The creative midfielder with 
the sumptuous left foot 
received a mixed reception 
from the Blackburn crowd, 
many of them disgruntled at 
seeing their team rock bottom 
of the second tier with only 
one point. 

Cairney added: "It's bitter 
sweet. I had a great two years 
at Blackburn but things 
change, people move on and 
it's not really the same team I 
played in. I have a lot of respect 
for them, though." 

Fulham's No.10 enthused 
about the performance of new 
signing Neeskens Kebano from 
Belgian side Genk, an attacking 
right-footer who impressed on 
his debut when cutting inside 
from his left-midfield role. 

"He had only been here a 
day or so but first impressions 
are that he is fantastic. He 
brings pace, trickery and he's 
got a decent football brain. For 
his debut, I think he was 
outstanding," Cairney added. 

Competition for places at 
Craven Cottage intensified last 
week following the arrival of 
three more recruits, which 
brings the tally of new signings 
to 11. As well as the lively 24- 
year-old CD Congo 
international Kebano, Whites 
brought in Norwegian 
international striker Stefan 
Johansen, 25, from Celtic and 
Iceland centre-back Ragnar 
Sigurdsson, 30, from Russian 
side FC Krasnodar. Sigurdsson 
scored Iceland's first goal in 
their 2-1 win against England 
in the knockout stages of Euro 
2016. 

Kebano and Johansen have 
signed three-year deals, with 
the older Sigurdsson agreeing 
a two-year contract. As is 
Fulham's way, the fees paid are 
'undisclosed'. 

Meanwhile, midfielder Lasse 
Vigen Christensen has signed a 
one-year contract extension, 
keeping him with the west 
London club until the summer 
of 2018. 

Whites have terminated the 
contract of defender Nikolay 
Bodurov by mutual consent. 
The 30-year-old Bulgaria 
international made 49 
appearances during two years 
with Fulham but finished last 
season on loan at Danish side 
FC Midtjylland. 

After the two-week break for 
international fixtures, Fulham 
will resume on Saturday, 
September 10 at home against 
Birmingham City, before 
hosting Bristol City in the third
